We have just completed the examin¬ 
ation of the 'pupils in the Vulcan 
school, in which a.: usual, the nurse in¬ 
spected the pupils in the even-num¬ 
bered grades and the pupils in the odd 
numbered grades received the fuller 
examination by the do - tor and nurse. 
In this fuller examination 126 pupils 
were covered of which 43'. were with¬ 
out any defect. .This is practically the 
same figure as last year. The defects

ThiW year showed a total correction 
in teeth defects of 45, a very much 
higher figures than we h:*ve ever 
shown in Vulcarr school before. This 
is doubtless due to the fact that we 
gave out dental cards lor free service 
in the first four grades at the exam¬ 
ination a year ago. There has been a 
distinct increase in.the percent of de¬ 
fective teeth, but this does not appear 
very impressive for two reasons, firsjt 
the cards were issued only in the first 
four grade- or to one-third of your pu- 
ipls. Second, at this year's examina¬ 
tion we ran into a considerable num¬ 
ber of children with defective teeth 
who are temporarily in Vulcan be¬ 
cause of the airport. These children 
have made our figures for thus year 
appear worse than they should realty 
be. 

This tabulation shows a very high^ 
rate of underweights at 28', . In the 
nurses’ inspection, however, there 
were only 9 underweights amongst 88 
students or a rate of less than 12'i, J 
have no idea why the underweights 
should mostly be in the odd numbered 
grades. 

General sanitation of the school is 
good. The toilets being distinctly bet¬ 
ter than they have been in the past. 

During the '/our days that 1 spent 
in‘ the , school, I several times saw 
children drinking at the fountain by 
applying their mouths directly to the 
fountain. There are modern types of 
drinking fountains in which the water 
pours out sideways instead of straight 
up into the air, making jt impossible 
for this thing to happen. It is possible 
that the adjustment of the pressure 
level where the pump turns on would 
correct this. 1 think the hoard should 
look into the possibility of attaching 
one of these modern fountains to youi 
present equipment. 

Two reels of moving pictures were 
shown to the entire school. 

A sample of water was tested and 
found to be free from contamination.

Prof. W. L. Carlyle, who has been 
manager of the E.P. ranch since 1919, 
has severed his connection with the 
ranch. His resignation became effec¬ 
tive on March 1. Prof. Carlyle's du¬ 
ties as vice-president and general 
manager of the Hillrrest-Mohawk Col- 
leries demand his full time. Some 
ime ago he asked to be relieved of the 
nanagership of the E.P. ranch, but 
(greed that the matter be allowed to 
tand over till after the Duke of Wind¬ 
sor's visit here last fall. 

His Royal Highness has now made 
arrangements with A. C. Newton of 
the Burns’ Foundation to direct the 
nanagement. and it is understood that 
Tom Farrell, ranch manager of the 
Burns’ ranches, will include the E.P. 
in his supervision. 

There is at present ouite an amount 
if livestock on the ranch.

could be sent to civiliah and military 
prisoners.

He saw them at their work 
and began to understand a little, at 
least, of their minds, and watched 
them year by year quietly, persistent- j 
ly an assiduously surveying the Paci¬ 
fic islands, and the American main¬ 
land. and long ago making their plans I 
for this present war. The result? of 
this careful and long, but e^il planning 
is now apparent to all.
